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1991  Dairy  Refunds 

Milk  producers  who  reduced  1991 
milk  marketings  were  refunded 
$23,164  million,  said  Keith  Bjerke, 
executive  vice  president  of  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Agriculture's  Com- 
modity Credit  Corporation. 

As  required  hy  the  1990  farm  bill, 
farmers  were  assessed  5 cents  per 
hundredweight  (cwt.)  of  milk  mar- 


keted in  calendar  year  1991,  with  the 
rate  increasing  to  1 1.25  cents  per  cwt. 
in  calendar  years  1992-95. 

Any  producer  who  did  not  market 
more  milk  in  1991  than  in  1990  was 
eligible  for  a total  refund  of  the  as- 
sessment if  the  producer  met  the  eli- 
gibility requirements  and  claimed  the 
refund  by  March  16. 

Eligible  producers  filed  47,805  ap- 
plications and  claimed  refunds  of 
$23,164  million  based  upon  reduced 


milkmarketingsof4.6billion  pounds. 

The  1990  act  also  provides  that 
the  11.25  cent  assessment  be  in- 
creased on  May-December  milk 
marketings  each  year  in  order  to  com- 
pensate for  refunds  made  for  the  pre- 
vious year.  Therefore,  the  assess- 
ment will  be  increased  for  marketings 
beginning  May  1 by  2.4  cents  per  cwt., 
fora  total  of  13.65  cents  per  cwt.  This 
rate  will  remain  in  effect  throughout 
the  remainder  of  this  calendar  year.

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USDA  Changes  Pur- 
chase  Prices 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
announced  on  May  6th  changes  in 
the  purchase  prices  paid  by  USDA's 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation 
(CCC)  for  nonfat  dry  milk,  butter 
and  cheese. 

Keith  Bjerke,  CCC  executive  vice 
president,  said  thechanges  were  made 
to  reflect  the  market  value  of  milkfat 
and  nonfat  components  of  milk,  en- 
courage milk  producers  to  produce 
milk  with  a higher  proportion  of  non- 
fat solids,  and  promote  greater  com- 
mercial use  of  milkfat. 

Effective  May  13,  the  CCC  pur- 
chase price  for  nonfat  dry  milk  will  be 
increased  by  6. 10  cents  per  pound  to 
97.30  cents.  The  butter  price  will  be 
reduced  by  11  cents  per  pound  to 
76.25  cents. 

These  are  offsetting  adjustments 
of  50  cents  per  100  pounds  of  milk. 

Because  of  the  change  in  milkfat 
value,  the  CCC  purchase  prices  for 
block  cheddar  and  barrel  cheese  will 
be  increased  from  $1.11375  to 
$ 1. 1 175  per  pound  and  from  $ 1 .08375 
to  $1.0875  per  pound,  respectively. 

Thesupport  price  for  milk  remains 
$10.10  per  hundredweight  (cwt.)  for 
milkcontaining3.67  percent  milkfat. 


The  equivalent  price  for  milk  with  a 
milkfat  content  of  3.5  percent  is 
$9.97  per  cwt. 

The  1990  Farm  Bill  allows  up  to 
two  adjustments  to  be  made  in  but- 
ter and  nonfat  dry  milk  prices  per 
calendar  year.  These  changes  are 
the  second  adjustments  this  year. 
No  additional  adjustments  are  al- 
lowed duringtheremainderof  1992. 

USDA  Sets  Hearing 

The  U.S.  Department  of 
Agriculture  will  hold  a public  hearing 
June  15  for  interested  dairy  farmers, 
milk  dealers  and  consumers  to  testify 
on  proposals  to  replace  the 
Minnesota-Wisconsin  (M-W)  price 
currently  used  to  set  minimum  prices 
in  all  federal  milk  marketing  orders. 

Daniel  D.  Haley,  administrator 
of  USDA's  Agricultural  Marketing 
Service,  said  the  M-W  price  is  the 
average  of  prices  paid  to  farmers  in 
the  Minnesota-Wisconsin  area  for 
manufacturinggrade  milk  (Grade  B), 
or  milk  eligible  for  use  only  in 
manufactured  milk  products. 

Although  the  M-W  price  has  been 
widely  accepted  in  the  dairy  industry 
as  a good  measure  of  changes  in  the 
supply  and  demand  for  milk 
nationally,  a continuing  decline  in 


Grade  B production  is  gradually 
making  the  M-W  price  less  usable  for 
formulating  milk  prices,  Haley  said.

Proposals  to  be  considered  generally 
fall  into  four  major  categories:  (1) 
other  competitive  pay  prices-prices 
based  on  surveys  of  what  plants 
actually  pay  producers;  (2)  product 
price  formulas-raw  milk  prices  based 
on  prices  of  the  products  made  from 
milk;  (3)  the  cost  of  producing  milk; 
and  (4)  the  pricesupport  level.  Several 
of  the  competitive  pay  prices  have 
been  proposed  in  conjunction  with 
product  price  formulas.

Gross  Class  I utilization  averaged  4,367,744  pounds 
per  day  during  April  1 992.  On  a daily  basis  this  was  an 
increase  of  2.0%  from  the  previous  month  and  1 .9% 
less  than  April  1 991 . v 

The  April  1992  Class  I utilization  of  producer  milk 
totaled  1 31 ,032,31 1 pounds  or  54.8%  of  the  reported 
producer  receipts.

The  April  1 992  Class  I price  was  $1 3.25  per  hundred- 
weight for  3.5%  milk  delivered  to  pool  plants  in  Zone  3. 
This  was  50  cents  less  than  the  March  1 992  Class  I price 
and  $1.17  more  than  the  April  1991  price.  Prices  for 
Class  I milk  in  parts  of  the  marketing  area  other  than 
Zone  3 reflect  the  specified  location  adjustment  of 
minus  24  cents  in  Zone  1 , minus  1 4 cents  in  Zone  2,  plus 
7 cents  in  Zone  4 and  plus  1 5 cents  in  Zone  5.

Gross  Class  I utilization  averaged  5,077,002 
pounds  per  day  during  April  1 992.  On  a daily  basis  this 
was  a decrease  of  3.0%  from  the  previous  month  and 
2.9%  less  than  April  1 991 .1/ 

The  April  1 992  Class  I utilization  of  producer  milk 
totaled  152,103,393  pounds  or  48.8%  of  the  reported 
producer  receipts.  This  utilization  percentage  is  2.1 
points  less  than  last  month  and  0.7  points  less  than  Aprii 

1991 .17 

The  average  butterfat  test  for  gross  Class  I utiliza- 
tion was  2.1  % for  April  1 992. 

Receipts  from  4,608  producers  by  32  poo!  handlers 
regulated  by  Order  No.  36  averaged  10,398,510 
pounds  daily  for  April  1992.  On  a daily  basis  this  was 
1 .2%  more  than  last  month  and  1 .5%  less  than  April 

1991. 17 

Producers  supplying  the  market  increased  by  1 
from  the  March  1 992  total  and  decreased  by  1 89  from 
April  1991.  The  daily  average  producer  receipts  per 
farm  of  2,257  pounds  were  26  more  than  the  previous 
month.  On  a daily  basis  this  is  56  pcjnds  more  than 
April  1991. 17 

The  Aprii  1992  Class  I price  was  $13.21  per  hun- 
dredweight for  3.5%  milk  delivered  to  pool  plants.  This 
was  50  cents  less  than  the  March  1 992  Class  I price  and 
$1.17  more  than  the  April  1 991  price. 

The  Class  II  price  for  April  1 992  was  $11.11.  This 
was  7 cents  more  than  the  March  1992  Class  II  price 
and  $1 .1 1 more  than  the  April  1991  Class  II  price. 

The  Class  III  price  of  $1 1 .46  for  April  1992  was  48 
cents  more  than  last  month  and  $1 .42  more  than  the 
April  1991  Class  III  price. 

The  May  1 992  Class  I price  will  be  $1 2.98  for  3.5% 
milk.
